Alberta’s Railways Made a Surplus 

That 182 miles of new ratiway 
lines were completed and opened for 
operation in Alberta during the year 
1925 is one of the interesting state- 
ments in the annual report of the 
provincial department of railways, 
tabled in the legislature Thursday 
afternoon, 

The report states this in the larg- 
est annual increase since the year 
1915 in new transportation lines. 
Of the additional mileage, 111 miles 
was constructed by the Canadian 
National Railways, 67 miles by the 
Canadian Pacific Railways and four 
miles by the provincial government's 
Alberta and Great Waterways Rail- 
way. 

There are now more than 5,000 
miles of railway lines within tht 
province the report states, whereas 
the railway mileage in Alberta at 
the time of its creation as a province 
in 1905 was only 1,060, 

Referring to the condition of the 
provincial government lines, the re- 
port presents the following figures: 

Operating revenues for 1925 of 
the Albreta and Great Waterways 
Railway, which extends north 300 
miles from Edmonton to a point near 
Fort McMurray on the Athabasca 
river totalled, $262,799.54, campar- 
ed with $248,701.76 for the previous 
year, an increase of $14,097.78. 

The year"s operations of this rail- 
way resuulted in ‘a net surplus of 
$29,946.07 on operating account af- 
ter deduction of reconditioning 
charges is an improvement over the 


‘year 1924 of $3,451.42, 


Operations of the government's 
Lacombe nd Northwestern Rail- 
way, which runs northwest from 
Lacombe about 49 miles, resulted 


in a net operating surplus of $165.78 | 


after reconditioning deduction, as 
compared with a deficit of $772.55 
in 1924; an improvement of $938.33. 
Revenue of this line increased from

was read by Mrs. Robert Hamilton 
on “The Care of Poultry.” The two 
outstanding events however of the 
afternoon were the two papers, one 
by Mrs, Fansett on “Agriculture and 
Co-Operation,” and the other by 
Mrs. J. A. White on “The Benefit of 
Trees in the Town and Country, and 
the Care of Same.” Seldom if ever 
has the Institute been priviliged to 
listen to two such interesting and 
instructive papers. Mrs. Fansett 
opened her paper by stating that 
modern agriculture has revolution- 
ized the conditions of human life, it 
made modern civilization possible, 
and continuing said Agriculture is 
said to have first been practiced in 
Mesopotamia, Egypt, or adjacent 
lands not more than 8000 years ago. 
It is certainly not more than 5000 
years ago since agriculture began to 
be practiced in Western Europe. The 
vast majority of the people of Great 
Britain, probably 90 per cent of 
them, are decendants of men and 
women who, 200 generations ago 
were dependent on the natural but 
precarious harvest which is provided 
by shore, river forest and moorland, 
And now the poorest of us can add 
to our dietary, produce brought from 
the ends of the earth. The import- 
ance of Agriculture in Canada at the 
present time may. be judged from 
the Canada Year Book of 1921 which 
gives Canada’s gross value of farm 
products for that year at about one 
billion and a third dollars, Alberta's 
share being about one hundred and 
twenty million dollars, The im- 
portance of agriculture in modern 
industrial society is perhaps not 
fully realized. The farmer cannot 
hope to make his labours on the 
land achieve the maximum _pro- 
ductivity possible to the modern in- 
dustria] state of his art unless there 
are great factories turning out labor 
saving implements, fertilizers and 
mill feeds. -To bring about a general 
prosperity there must be some gen- 
eral working together for mutual 
benefit of the farmers on the one 
hand, and the commercial clubs of 
the town, the bankers, the railroads, 
the big industries, etc., on the other

This is co-operation in its 


hand. 
broadest sense. Thus we have co- 
operation between railroads, the 
government and the farmers, evident 
in better farming trains, forage and 
tree-planting trains which run 
through the rural communities to 
carry the gospel of scientific agri- 
culture. The farmers of the three 
praire provinces have created a 
wheat marketing organization in the 
Wheat Pool which will market this 
year two hundred million bushels of 
wheat. This shows the enormous 
business which is now transacted by 
an organization that three short 
years ago was not in existence. Then 
there is the Dairy Pool, the Egg and 
Poultry Pool, and the Livestock Pool. 
The possibilities of these Pools is 
almost unlimited. 

In Mrs, White’s paper “The Bene- 
fit of Trees in Town and Country” 
she stated first that trees are a 
necessity, and the things that we 
miss more than anything else in the 
landscape of these prairies. The 
first thing that concerns we women 
is the planting and care of trees 
around the home. No matter how 
beautiful cur house may be, how 
elegantly furnished and filled with 
modern conveniencies if it is bare 
out side, no trees to give it shelter 
from sun and wind, the one thing is 
lacking to make it a true home. 
Trees for the sake of the children— 
how they love to romp and play 
amongst the trees during the long 
summer and fall—games of hide and 
seek—and how they enjoy them- 
selves on the swing. Can you find a 
prettier sight than a child on a 
swing, with green branches  over- 
head and around, and how cool and 
refreshing it is for them when heat- 
ed and tired from running about to 
fling themselves down under the 
shade of the old apple tree. Trees 
provide a most needed _ shelter 
around the farm buildings. They 
are of untold benefit to the stock; 
and what an ideal shelter from all 
kinds of weather they afford to the 
chickens, They are indeed the great- 
est asset to the poultry farm, Under 
safe 
from hawk and crow, which saves 
the farmers wife many losses. A 
good shelter belt or wind break is 
of the greatest help in growing a 
garden, and all kinds of small friuts, 


such as raspberries, currants, straw- | 


berries, loganberries, etc. Trees give 
a feeling of permanance to the home. 
If more settlers had planted tress 
when they first came to the country, 
and so set themselves to the making 
of a real home, they would have got 
to love the place that they had spent 
time and attention upon, and they 
would not want to leave it all at the 
first reverse or setback. From a 
financial point of view, although one 
does not like to commercialize the 
beauties of nature, yet there is no 
doubt that a fine plantation of trees 
adds greatly to the value of the 
farm, increasing its worth by many 
hundreds of dollars. We are in 
existence as an Institute to make 
the district a brighter and better 
place than we found it, and in .no 
better way can we leave our mark 
than in transforming our farms and 
town homes into places of beauty 
and brightness, so setting an ex- 
ample which other districts will fol- 
low. 

Mrs. Greenwood gave an excellent 


report of the Institute Convention 
at Lethbridge last week, where she 
represented Macleod Institute as 
delegate.

PUBLIC ACCOUNTS BEAR OUT 

ANNOUNCEMENT OF _ SUR. 
PLUS MADE BY PREMIER 
BROWNLEE 


Edmonton, March 11.—Public ae- 
counts tabled in the legislature 
Thursday afternoon by Hon, R. G. 
Reid, provincial treasurer, show that 
the total actual expenditure of the 
province for 1925 on income account 
was $11,343,006.45, or $246,261.08 
less than the estimated expenditure 
for the year. 

The actual revenue for 1925 was 
$11,351,025.99 on income account or 


$309,916.99 in excess of the esti- 
mates, 
The difference between the actual 


expenditure and the actual revenue 
on income account was _ therefore 
$188,019.54 which represented the 
surplus for the year 1925 of $188,- 
019.54 which was announced in ad- 
vance some time ago by Premier J. 


|E. Brownlee. 


The public accounts summary is 
gotten up in a special form this year 
to exhibit to the public what the gov- 
ernment claims especial credit for, 
namely, reducing its actual under its 
estimated expenditure and increas- 
ing its actual over its estimated rev- 
enue so that the total improvement 
over the estimated deficit of $368,- 
158.48 for 1925 is placed at $556,- 
178.02, 

The summary calls the difference 
of $246,261.03 between estimated 
and actual expenditure a “saving.” 
or the first time, the provincial 
treasurer has prepared a complete 
statement of the public accounts ac- 
companied by a consolidated balance 
sheet with sufficient copies to pro- 
vide each member of the legislature 
and the press with one.
